Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-12 and 14 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 14: 

The prior art of record fails to show or render obvious a twin clutch transmission 
comprising a transmission input shaft, a transmission output shaft, two countershafts, a 
direct gear, a plurality of forward gears, and first through fourth shift sleeves, as recited 
in claim 14; specifically, wherein the first shift sleeve is assigned to two forward gears 
and arranged coaxially on the transmission output shaft, the second shift sleeve is 
assigned to the direct gear and a further forward gear and is axially offset with respect to 
the first shift sleeve, the third and fourth shift sleeves are arranged in a shift sleeve plane 
and are axially offset with respect to the first and second shift sleeves, and each of the 
third and fourth shift sleeves is assigned to one of the two countershafts.
